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U. S. Now Has 
Problem With 
Silver Price 


By FRANK CORMIER 


WASHINGTON <API—The U.S 


Treasury, already beset by a gold 
problem, is facing a troublesome 
silver situation. 


By mid-l!)(i:). if present trends 


were to continue, the department 
would lose its lonfi-stnnding pow- 
er 
to dictate the international 


price of silver. 


Should (tint happen, you might 


have to pay more for a wide va- 
riety of items ranging from silver 
jewelry to photographic film. 


An increase in the price of 


silver also could affect coinage in 
many parts of (he world. Some 
countries might find (heir silver 
coins worth more in silver than 
coins and toss (hem into the melt- 
ing pot. 


Balanced against these effects 


would be bigger profit margins 
for 
silver 
mining 
companies 


which presumably would expand 
production and payrolls. 


International discussion of the 


silver situation has been prompted 
by mounting evidence that the 
Treasury's grip on the interna- 
tional silver market 
has 
been 


weakening. 


The Treasury puts a ceiling on 


the price by maintaining a stock- 
pile from which it sells to silver 
users. Its current selling price is 
about 91'i cents an ounce. Ob- 
viously, users refuse lo pay more 
elsewhere so long as the Treasury 
sticks to (his price. 


During 19BO. the Treasury stock- 


pile was reduced by 5 million 
ounces and on Jan.' 1 stood at 
123>.2 million ounces. So far this 
month, there has been a further 
reduction of more than 1 million 
ounces. At this rate, the supply 
would be gone by mid-1963. 


Should the stockpile run dry. 


the Treasury would lose its power 
to dictate the price of silver. 
Furthermore, since the stockpile 
also 
furnishes 
the 
-10 
million 


ounces used each year to mint 
new U.S. coins, the department 
would have to go into the market 
to' buy silver. 


In the present supply and de- 


mand situation, the price of silver 
would rise if the Treasury ceiling 
were broken. The upward price 
pressure 
stems 
largely 
from 


strikes which cut production in 
1959 and 1960, coupled with big 
silver purchases by France which 
has adopted a heavy silver franc. 
In addition, the mint is using 
more silver for coinage and in- 
dustrial uses are expanding. 


One reason the Treasury hasn't 


been anxious to boost its fixed 
price -.Js that the biggest benefits 
would go to foreigners. The Unit- 
ed States uses about 100 million 
ounces of silver a year, of which 
about 65 million ounces are im- 
ported.

County Rood Bill 
Is Introduced 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A pro- 


posed 
constitutional amendment 


which would make the three-mill 
county road tax a continuing levy 
and permit an additional seven- 
mill tax for county roads was 
filed today in the House. 


Sponsored by Bradley County 


Rep. 
Bill 
Wells, the 
proposed 


amendment would require initial 
approval by voters of the three- 
mill tax. 


Thereafter, however, it would 


not have to be referred to the 
voters each two years—as it is 
now. 


The only way the road tax could 


be repealed under the proposal 
would be for the Quorum Court to 
refer it to a vote or for oppo- 
nents to file petitions carrying 
signatures of at least 50 per cent 
of the qualified voters in the coun- 
ty. 


The additional seven-mill tax 


would be levied under the same 
terms as the three-mill tax now 
is. It would have to be put to a 
vote every two years. 


Ike to Call 
for Balanced 
U. S. Budget 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Repub- 


lican leaders said today President 
Eisenhower will send Congress a 
balanced, nonpolitical budget for 
the fiscal year starting July 1. 
They also said the budget for the 
current year will end up in tho 
black. 


Eisenhower's budget message is 


to go to the Capitol Monday. 


The description of it as bal- 


anced and nonpolitical came from 
Sen. Everett M. Dirksen of Illi- 
nois and Rep. Charles A. Halleck 
of Indiana, the Senate and House 
GOP leaders, after they had con- 
ferred with Eisenhower for more 
than two hours. They said most 
of the conversations concerned 
the budget. 


Dirksen told newsmen at the 


White House: "This budget would 
be the same if Dwight Eisenhower 
were to continue in office. 


Dirksen and Halleck declined to 


give the budget figures. 


But they said the budget pro- 


vides for projects.that are neces- 
sary for the national well-being 
yet will "keep our fiscal house in 
order by living within our rcv- 
nues." 


Dirksen said Eisenhower in his 


budget message will again stress 
the necessity of living within rev- 
enues. 


Halleck, taking note of various 


"task force" recommendations to 
President-elect John F. Kennedy, 
said some of these spending rec- 
ommenda-tions could throw the 
budget completely out of balance.

Exports of American-made goods were well ahead of imports 
in 1960, yet not enough to balance off other expenditures: loans, military aid, invest- 
ments, tourist spending, etc. We have enough gold to back up our currency and bank 
deposits, but the supply is diminishing as other countries demand payment in gold for 
bills we owe. There is riot enough to cover all claims should they be presented for 
gold. That is the reason for the gov'Tiimrnl's crackdown on unnecessary foreign spend- 
ing and attempts to got oiy allies to assume more of the aid and military burden.
